of the purest white, decupied the stage at
Boyd's theater last night. Twelve of them,
Florénte Viela Brown, Allce Mary Craig,
Annette DeBolt, Clara 8. Davejport, Jesrie
Cameron Godso, Kathérine Marinn Morse,
Sarah  King, Neva A, Shepherd, Loulse
Phelps Salmon, Maria C. Valentine, Edith
Alnsworth Waterman and Bertha BPlanche
Willlatnaon, were graduating frem the Omaha
Tedchers' Tralnlug schonl, while the others
were members of the class that will graduate
next yoear,
The weating capacity of the houee was taxed
by the friends of the young women, and those
Who were Interested in cducational affairs.
The principal of the school, Mre. T. K.
Sudborough, had complete charge of the
graduating exerclses, and It was with a
feeling of conelderable satisfaction that she
acknowledged the applauge that greeted the
appearance of the young women, who have
been under her charge,
Most of the members of the Doard of Bdu-
cation occupled seats upon the stage, and
apparently felt o deelded  Interest In the
proceedings, During the courge of the even-
Ing they watched and llstened with marked
attention, frequently Joining In the applange,
AIM OF THE TEACHER,
After the singing of “Lift Thine Eyes"
by the members of the school, Miss Willlam-
gon read an es=ay, entitled, “Some Elethents
of the Teacher's Influence." In diseussing
this subject, she sald;
“Ths teacher is engaged In the formation
and development of the character of thos:2
intrusted to her care. Her influence (s very
powerful, She is often the child’s Ideal, so
It Is mot unnatural that It should try to
Imitate her. For this reason It Is essential
that she be as good a model as it s In her
prower to be,
“What is received through the sense of
sight 1s earliest imitated, so the dross and
permnal appearance of the teacher shonld
have special attention. Since the senwe of
heaving I8 no less potent, the wvolce ard
expressions are elements of power,

“To insplre with a Jdesire for learning,
cheerfulness should be carefully cultivated,
But probably the teachor's most powerful
ally Is love for the puplls and for the work,
thur creating a sympathy betwesn tepclicr
ln}ml taught, which cannot but be of valug to
oth.""

The next number on the progrom was a
plinc solo by Miss Cralg, after which AMiss
Codso read an essay, entizlal "Children’s
Falsehoods,” Miss Godso necld that the read
reasan why more childreén told falsehoods
wie the fear of punishmant, Thiz was true
In seventy-flve out of 100 caszs. Others were
told by children who desgired to appear great,
In Mustration of this point Misgs Godso elted
an Instance where one boy toll his teacher
that he had been kicked by a hovea, Having
been caught In the lie, the boy explained thot
It was not everyone who cuuld be kicked.

Although there had been an order of "No
flowers' issued, Miss Godsp was the reciplent
of a beautiful bouquet of roses, sent up Lrom
the hody of the house,

“Beautitul Streamlet” was sung by (be
gehool, after which Miss Waterman recited
“Vigions of Sir Launfal,” o a most de-
lightful manner, ellciting hearly applaure.

The calesthenle exercises by the gradualing
clauss, in ijllustration of gchool werk, plessed
and amused the audience,

The song, “Rest Thee on This Mossy Pill-
low,” was renderéd by the school, and was
fullowed by Misa King with an essay, "Two
The account of the first
day described the reverle of &-discouraged
tencher, pletured a hard, tlresome echcal
day, with some of the discouraging, though
amusing ansawers given by the children. In
her reverie the teacher saw how her own
humor and [feelings reacted upon the chil-
dren and resolved to ses If by changing her
own manner and her treatment of the chil-
dren ghe could mlter the condition and spirit
of the school. The account of the second day
was intended to show the result of this
revolution. Difficulties were Ingenlously met.
Ridleulous angwers were turned to means of
knowledge. In contrast to the first the sec-
ond day passed rapldly and pleasantly.

“SORROWS OF CHILDHOOD."

The wvocal solo by Migs Davenport was
rendered In a clear volee and was followed
by an essay, ''Sorrows of Childhood,” by
Miss Morse., The essay wag Introduced by
the remark that although the two terms,
sorrow and ckildhood, are apparently unre-
lated, still chlldren wundoubtedly do have
thelr heartaches as well as pessimists and
dyspeptics, George Ellot's dellneation of
child life and its tribulations, In *“The M|l
on the Floss" was mentioned, and the sub-
sequent writers on childhood were traced
down to the time of “the children's own
poets, Field and Riley.” The main point of
the essny was to bring out the Investigations
along this line of child study which had been
carried on among the children themselves in
the publle schools.

Expressions of their feellngs on the sub-
Jeet of eorrow, thelr deseriptions of *“sorri-
neas” as one little girl termed It, weore
many and diverse, and In all casss thelr
oplnlons and expressions on this subject
were of great peychological value in making
a study of this kind., The essay concluded
with a few [llustrations of the effect which
musle produces on the emotions of children,
and thelr Ingenlous way of describing this
almaost Indescribable feeling of eadness which
they experience.

The *‘Star Spangled Banner” was renderad
in song and puntomime by Miss Fannie Ar-
nold and the graduating class and was most
heartily applauded.

SUPERINTENDENT'S ADDRESS.

After the wingirg of “"Homoewnrd Bound'
by the school, Buperintendent Pearse of the
public schools addressed the class. He sald
in part:

“Lesgons which have been well learned
and are supposed to be sufliclent for any
emergency will gomehow seem to come short
of your need, and you must be ready to
grasp the new situation; to see what {8 the
need of the moment, and to adopt new
means, to form new plans, and to go be-
yord in many ways those things of which
you have thought and about which you
have planned In your preparation, The act-
usl work in the school room will bring so
many tests of your ubility to grasp a new
situation and to act promptly and with
Judgment that you wll need to approach
the work with an absence of that feeling
of complacency which sometimes makes us
carelesa and puts us In that frame of mind
where we nead the cautlon, ‘Let him that
}hllln‘in-th he standeth take heed lest he
nlly

“In coming to your work you will find
four principal classes with which you will
have to deal, your superlors, your follow
feachers, the pareunts, and your pupils, Of
course, of the members of the Board of Bdu-
eation, you will always speak with bated
breath and in the lglrll of profoundest rey-
ercnce. They are the arbiters of your des-
tiny, They have many tribulations as well
as much power, It is an advantage to you
that the members of this body should know
you as persons., They are glad to know the
teachers in thelr employ and to have the
teachiers koow them. They may not ul-
ways be able to do for you what you would
llko to have them do, but the more thor-
oughly you can convince them that your
work is successful the more llkely they
are Lo be able to meet your expectationgs
From thes superintendent wnd your princl-
pal you will doubtless recelve many oriti-
clsms, They are meant for your good. Feel
free alwaye to go to your wuperiors with
any treuble you cannot settle yourself, but
remember always that they may bhave many
of these things brought te them, and so far
45 You can manage your own affalras,

“With  your fellow teachers live upon
tertng of mutual beipfulgess. Do mnot ex-
or to rée

perot thul' all to be perlect,
with you In everything. Do not expect them
to help you do your work. Do not expect
themy te take more interest In your af-
fairs than they do in their own. Be resgon-

able; be good te red; be obliging, and
it is very unilkely that you will find them
dispored to

The enclosure
wus just ag fully crowdad with attorneye,
women and favored individuals as the space
without. All this erowd and erush  wae
brought In anticipation that the Wilson
women would ereate another court roum
scene, thelr hearing having been set for that
time.

They dld not appear promptly an schedulad
time. This was chilefly due to the fact that
Marle, the danghter, balked anguinst going
Into the court room, and Inducewmesnts had 1o
be held out to her, It was almost 330 o'clock
befecre they arrived before the court, but
the delay had no effeet upon the crowd. It

remalned almost as dense as when court
convened,
Mrs. Wilson and Ruby, who had Deen

placed In the county jall, were brought to the
station shortly after 2 o'clock aad were
placed In & cell untfl Marie could be brought
to terms. Marie, who had remajasd at the
gtation on waccount of her alleged illness,
kept her couch and clabmed to be unabie to
get up., She seemed to bes trounled more
about the charges agalnst aer than by her
ilinegs.

aud assessments In Omaha.

J. N. Counsman was elected chalrman and
Mr. St, Guyer, secretary.

F. Schnoke read a paper setting forth in-
equalitics In the last assessment.

It was recommended that the nsscssors
hereafter bo gulded by the amounts of bona
file =ales of property, that they should
verify the returns of corporations by examin-
ing the plants; that in the case of the sireet
railways the wvaluation of $30,000 per mile
sbould be placed with rolling stock and
pewer  houses  separately  assesged, With
elcctrle ecorporations the number of poles in
districts should be asscssed. WIith the water
works the length of water pipes and mains
should be stated and a fair valuation fixed.
The county commisslon:rs should be re-
quested to compel the rallroads to schedule
thelr taxable real estate outshide of Lhe right
of way and all assessors should be ordered
to strietly follow the law In regard to as-
ressing the capltal stock of corporiations and
to prosepute any assessor disoboying.

On motion, a copy of the resolutions was
dirieted to be furnished the county eonimis-
#loners, with a request that the assegsors be
ingtructed accordingly.

An article was rend by Mr. 8t. Guyer upcn
the subject of the reduction of strest car
fores to 2 cents and Instances ware cited to
show that at this rate the streot rallways In
large clties were oporated by the local gov-
crument, as In Glusgow and Berlin.
